Couple Died 
Of Monoxide, 
Autopsy Finds 


The nude man and woman 
whose bodies were found Friday 
in a cabin at a Clayton county 
tourist camp died of carbon mon- 
oxide poison, Dr. Herman Jones, 
Emory University toxicologist, de- 
clared last night following an au- 
topsy. 

Dr. Jones, followin, the exami- 
nation of both bodies, issued a 
statement in which he said he will 
conduct chemical tests on the bod- 
ies to determine the exact amount 
of the deadly fumes they had ab- 
sorbed. 

The woman was identified yes- 
terday as Mrs. Daisy Glasgow, 30, 
of a Boulevard address, the wife 
of Scottie Glasgow, now in the 
Navy, according to B. G. Rags- 
dale, of the Georgia Bureau of In- 
vestigation. He said the identifi- 
cation was made by Mrs. L. M. 
Turner, of 3399 Harrison road, 
Egan Park, a sister of Mrs. Glas- 
gow, Ragsdale said. 

Her companion was identified 
as James C. Dockery, 23, of Rex, 
Ga. 

Tourist camp officials Friday 
told investigators the gas heater 
in the cabin had not been ignited, 
as the gas was cut off at a mas- 
ter switch outside the cabin. 

However, Ragsdale said last 


night his investigation revealed 
that the gas had not been cut off 
outside the cabin, and he had 
found other evidence to indicate 
that the heater had been ignited 
after the couple registered in at 
the tourist camp at 3 a. m. Friday. 

As a result of the findings by 
Dr. Jones, Ragsdale said he was 
convinced the deaths were acci- 
dental.

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Highway Board Books 
Approved by Auditor 


By LORRAINE NELSON. 

The State Highway Department, in its second debt-free fiscal year 
of operation under retiring Director Ryburn Clay, spent $3,218,442 
more for road building and maintenance than was spent in the pre 
ceding period, and, at the same time, kept a cash reserve of $10,117,757. 


This was shown in a report re 
leased for publication today by 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., 
who said the books and records of 
this department,. which handles 
millions of dollars in road con- 
tracts, were in excellent condition 
and properly reflected the finan- 
cial transactions. He also said the 
department was in excellent con- 
dition. 

While the income of the de- 
partment decreased for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1945, the de- 
partment pulled $1,000,000 from 
its 1944 reserve to spend $3,000,- 
000 more on a road building pro- 
gram. 

Expenditures totaled $17,530,- 
103, as compared with $14,311,660 
in the preceding year, the report 
showed. Income was $16,227,966, 
as compared with $18,929,188. 
CASH IN RESERVE 

Of the present reserve, $9,572,- 
649 is cash on hand, and $545,107 
is anticipated in federal money. 
The reserve fund is earmarked as 
follows: $4,047,521 for mainte- 
nance; $3,155,236 to complete sus- 
pended road construction; $2,326,- 
009 to pay for construction now 
under way; $152,677 for purchase 
orders; $83,246 for construction; 
$96,361 for maintenance; $3,342 for 
administration; $6,486 for replac- 
ing machinery; $34,015 for emer- 
gencies, and $212,860 for postwar 
construction. 

A difference in tastes in office 
furniture between»the highway 
director and the state auditor was 
aired at length in the report, with 
Thrasher finally recommending 
legislation to guard against future 
disputes. 

Clay settled most of the dispute 


by personally paying for most of 
the furniture he placed in the 
highway director’s office. How- 
ever, there still remains $1,418 
worth of draperies not covered by 
a state purchase order. 

Thrasher said the purchases 
were made without the required 
order from the state supervisor 
of purchases and for that reason 
were disallowed as illegal dis- 
bursement of state funds. 


FANCIED ANTIQUES 


The auditor said Clay used de- 
artment funds to buy an antique 
amp, a Heppelwhite writing table, 
draperies and “a brown leather 
basket,” costing $2,155.65, and also 
a “rare and unusual English fruit- 
wood pedestal desk,” for a sum 
of $1,322.68, without the required 
purchase orders. 

Clay later reimbursed the de- 
partment for the desk, Thrasher 
reported, and an Atlanta decorat- 
ing firm repurchased the writing 
table, the lamp and the brown 
leather basket. This left the drap- 
eries, which cost $1,418.90, not 
covered by purchase order, the re- 
port asserted. 

In a letter to Clay, included in 
the audit, Thrasher wrote: 

“I am fully aware of the letter 
in which the assistant attorney 
general assigned to the Highway 
Department advised you that you 
had authority to purchase for your 
office, as director of the State 
Highway Department, office equip- 
ment which is not on the competi- 
tive market. However, I do not 
find where the assistant attorney 
general advised you to disregard 
the provisions of law regulating 
purchases.”

Thrasher called upon Clay to 
“advise me... if you have knowl- 
edge of any law contrary to the 
one cited in this letter that would 
authorize you to make these pur- 
chases in the manner in which 
they were made.” 

Clay wrote Thrasher, in a letter 
also filed in the audit report: 

“These expenditures were made 
by me as director of the State 
Highway Department in good faith 
and with no Intention of spending 
money of the state illegally. The 
furniture referred to in your letter 
has been returned and the state 
reimbursed for the amount in- 
volved. 

CLAY DEFENDS ACTS 

“The state has not been reim- 
bursed for the ... cost of making 
and hanging the draperies... The 
highway department has posses- 
sion of the same and uses them. 
These expenses were incurred for 
services and materials. which the 
director of the State Highway De- 
partment has the right to contract 
for under the law. An opinion 
was rendered on April 21, 1943... 
by the attorney general of Geor- 
gia. . . holding that the director 
had the right to contract for serv- 
ices and materials.” 

Continuing his report, Thrasher 
acknowledged this justification but 
added that the 1943 opinion to 
which Clay referred in his letter 
did not allow purchase of material 
or services without the usual or- 
der from the state purchasing de- 
partment, 

OFFERS AMENDMENT 

The auditor added: “The laws 
setting out the duties of the state 
auditor require that he make rec- 
ommendations for the future 
avoidance of any irregularities. 
Therefore, it is recommended that 
the general assembly amend the

The federal government partici-

The highway department, 
Thrasher reported, maintained 
buildings and equipment valued at 
$1,529,878.69, and held an invest- 
ment of $287,177,603.21 as the cost 
of roads and bridges constructed 
since the beginning of the depart- 
ment and under construction on 
June 30. This latter sum, it was 
noted, represents the cost and does 
not reflect depreciation and pres- 
ent value of state’s roads and 
bridges. 

The department’s 10-million-dol- 
lar cash reserve does not reflect 
in any way the anticipated $23,- 
000,000-a-year highway construc- 
tion program to be financed joint- 
ly by the federal and state gov- 
ernments. 

Clay was director of the depart- 
ment during the period covered by 
the audit. George T. McDonald 
succeeded Clay as _ director-engi- 
neer of the department on Oct. 6.

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Wallace Hinted 
As ‘48 Candidate 
For White House

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.— 
(NANA) —Henry Wallace, who 
missed being President by an eye- 
lash, is going to try for it again 
in 1948, 

This is the latest dope in Wash- 
ington, where the political pot is 
always simmering. Wallace is said 
definitely to be preparing to step 
out of his commerce post at a pro- 
pitious moment to enter the race, 
and the New Deal left wing has 
started a build-up for him. 

Working hand-in-glove with the 
liberal and “fringe” element of 
the Democratic party is the CIO’s 
political action committee, which 
in recent months has been strange- 
ly silent about its future plans. 
The politically-wise saw evidence 
of this team-up in the commerce 
secretary's recent wage statement, 
which was out of place and would 
have drawn a rebuke from the late 
President Roosevelt under similar 
circumstances, 

Mr. Truman has given no indi- 
cation that he was aware of the 
implications in Wallace’s_state- 
ment; or, if so, that he intended to 
do anything about it. 

Wallace, incidentally, is one of 
the most versatile men in Wash- 
ington. He constantly amazes Com- 
merce Department officials with 
his intimate knowledge of many 
technical subjects about which it 
was believed he knew nothing. 
For instance, people in the coast 
and geodetic survey were astound- 
ed when the secretary began to 
ask them questions phrased in 
highly professional language. He 
also displayed evidence of famili- 
arity with highly-specialized tech- 
niques of the Patent Office, Civil 
Aeronautic s Administration, 
Weather Bureau and other agen- 
cies under his jurisdiction. He is a 
linguist, boomerang-thrower, musi- 
cian, gymnast, farmer and special- 
ist in hybrid corn. 

Despite this diversity, Wallace 
blunders miserably on public rela- 
tions, one of the most important 
tools of a man with political aspi- 
rations. During press conferences, 
he keeps his information special- 
ists on edge by dodging the ques- 
tions he should answer to best ad- 
vantage to himself and answering 
the tricky ones designed to get 
him into trouble.

In our region alone 
we recently handled during a six- 
day period 14,000 veteran inqui- 
ries, 6,505 interviews, 4,646 tele- 
phone calls and 3,200 letters—all 
from veterans seeking surplus 
sales preference. 


MUST SHOW NEED 
“Veterans must realize that they 


| have preference rights only in ob- 


taining surplus property necessary 
as a condition of employment or 
in establishing their own small 
business. Many have been misin- 
formed along this line,” the SWPC 
director said. 

Everett, who as manager of the 
Atlanta RFC agency, now heads 
up surplus property activity in this 
area, pointed out that RFC is do- 
ing everything possible to speed 
up handling of sales to veterans. 

“We are determined that these 
men who have served their coun- 
try in war shall get every priority 
intended by congress in re-equip- 
ping themselves for peacetime pur- 
suits. But the veterans, as well 
as other preference groups, must 
realize that high demand goods, 
at present, are being released to 
us for surplus sale only in drib- 
lets—considering the heavy de- 
mands.” 

OTHER PREFERENCE GROUPS 

He added, however, that “we ex- 
pect the volume to increase great- 
ly. It is estimated that $32,000.- 
000,000 worth of property will be 
released for sale by next June. 
Whether this will mean passenger 
cars and other badly needed high 
demand goods in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet the demand depends 
largely on the needs of the armed 
forces.” 

Everett also pointed out, how- 
ever, that there are other prefer- 
ence groups established by the 
Surplus Property Act of 1944.

Five Die as B-29 
Hits Mountain

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov, 10.— 
(INS)—An Army B-29 bomber

and more public health services 
wherever they are needed. 

Following the approval of the 
report by the Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Development Board, the 
last general assembly passed a 
resolution directing the Board of 
Health, among other things (1) to 
work toward an enlarged and more 
serviceable health program; (2) to 
consider the possibility of con- 
structing additional tuberculosis 
hospitals; (3) and to administer 
federal health funds. It provided 
for a state advisory health council 
—composed of representatives of 
both governmental and nongovern- 
mental agencies—to work with the 
Board of Health in the study of 
health matters and to make recom- 
mendations as to how the general 
assembly can best serve the inter- 
ests of the people in the field of 
health. 

The resolution also states that 
“the general assembly and the 
state administration recognize the 
economic importance of good 
health and an expanded health 
program,” and also “is hereby 
committed to promoting and mak- 
ing possible a more expanded, 
more serviceable and more inten- 
sive health program in this state.” 

In view of these three separate 
facts: (1)The Selective Service evi- 
dence of the tragic lack of good 
health in Georgia; (2) the up-to- 
date survey showing what the 
needs of our state in the health 
field are; and (3) the action of 
the general assembly showing a 
recognition of the needs and an 
inclination to meet them; the 
Georgia League of Women Voters 
has prepared a series of six brief 
articles, highlighting important as- 
pects of the situation. These ar- 
ticles will be published in this 
column. It will take the active 
interest of many citzens and the 
co-operation of many groups if we 
are to improve our health and lift

Dr. Brittain spoke with emphasis. 
The burden of years added weight 
to his opinion, but not to his 
method of expression. For intellec- 
tually he seemed as spry as he was 
50 years ago. 

A great educator, with many 
notable successes behind him, Dr. 
Brittain modestly shunted aside the 
personal elements which have 
made him a success. 

“You know,” he commented hu- 
morously, “I attribute all that to 
my father. He was a Baptist 
preacher and in moving around 
from one city to another, he made 
a host of friends. Then I came 
along and was able to make some 
friends myself. So, years later, 
both of us had enough friends to 
elect me as Georgia’s state super- 
intendent of schools. Thus, 
father was primarily responsible 
for my success.” 

Dr. Brittain has reason to be 
proud of his father, Dr. Jabez M. 
Brittain. He was one of Georgia’s 
famous Baptist preachers for years. 
But, of course, he underrates his 
own ability and his own character 
in assessing the reasons for his 
success. However, that, again, 
Marion Luther Brittain and that, 
perhaps, is another reason for his 


distinguished record in the field of, 


education. 

Still, to a reporter seeking an in- 
terview, this attribute of modesty | 
is somewhat of a handicap. Dr. 
Brittain left a hiatus of thought | 
and the man who filled it in was 
Raimundo de Ovies, dean of St. 
Philip’s Episcopal cathedral. 

Dean de Ovies happened to be | 
present at the interview and he 
smiled at the reporter’s difficul- 
ties.

Searching the Wilson home, 
Sheriff Owen reported finding at 
least a gallon of illicit corn whis- 
ky. He also reported finding sev- 
eral glasses which “had a strong 
odor of corn whisky in them, 1n- 
dicating that several persons had 
been drinking.” 

Investigators also said _ they 
found two rabbits under tin tubs 
in one room of the home, along 
with an opossum under a wood- 
en crate. They described the in- 
terior of the home as being “in- 
credibly filthy.”

Only 650 Employers Offering 
On-the-Job Training to Vets 


Apparent reluctance of employers in Atlanta to train veterans 


for civilian jobs is arousing concern at the Atlanta-Fulton County 


Veterans’ Service Center. 

John Bell, director of the cen- 
ter, which recently started an ef- 
fort to interest thousands of At- 
lanta business firms in offering 
“on the job” training to returned 
servicemen, said yesterday only 
300 favorable replies have been 
received out of 12,000 question- 
naires mailed to employers in the 
metropolitan area since Oct. 12. 

Another 2,000 firms have yet 
to be questioned, but unless some 
change is made, the volume of re- 
sponse is not expected to increase, 
Bell said. 

‘GROSSLY INADEQUATE’ 

The 300 employers who replied 
said they wanted to qualify for 
employment and training of 
veterans. 

“However, the number of inter- 
ested firms is grossly inadequate 
to the need,” Bell declared. Some 
650 employers in Atlanta now are 
engaged inf offering ‘“‘on the job” 
training to veterans. At the pres- 
ent time there are no vacancies 
in any of these firms. 

“Every day the vast majority of 
veterans who come to the center 
inquire about ‘on the job’ train- 
ing of one kind or another. We 
have no place to send them. All 
we can do is give the veteran the 
name of one or more firms and 
suggest that he urge the employer 
to give him job training,” Bell 
said. 

Director Bell said he believed 
there are at least three reasons 
behind the employers’ apparent 
reluctance to come to the aid of 
the veteran seeking this service. 


EMPLOYERS’ REASONS 

These are: 1, businessmen fear 
they may subject themselves to 
more government control, since it 
is Washington which administers 
the GI Bill of Rights, under which 
“on the job” training is sponsored; 
2, many employers object to the 
agreement required between the 
firm and the State Veterans’ Edu- 
cation Council before the training 
program can be approved; and 
3, many employers also believe 
that the veteran, who is entitled 
to receive $50 to $75 a month sub- 
sistence pay while he is engaged 
in the training program plus the 
normal wage for his apprentice 
work, will thus earn more money 
than the employe who already is 
fully trained for the same job. 

Answering these _ objections, 
Bell said: 

“As for the first one, there is 
no government control involved in 
the program. To the second ob- 


vantage of the opportunities of- 
fered by the ‘on the job’ training 
program, they will be losing some- 
thing very beneficial to them. 


ADVANTAGES 


“Employers stand to win in ev- 
ery way and lose in none. In the 
first place, they will have the op- 
portunity to select their employes, 
in that way getting better men 
for the work they have to offer, 
and to train those men to do the 
job the way they want it done. It 
will mean additional income for 
the state and increased purchas- 
ing power that cannot-fail to bene- 
fit the businessman. 

“But this does not even consid- 
er the service which the program 
provides the veteran, and that 
after all is the primary purpose | 
of the law.

Previously it has been pointed 
out that virtually every business 
firm, no matter how small or 
large, is eligible to offer the train- 
ing for veterans. Approval must 
first be obtained from the State 
Veterans’ Education Council.

Like so many other statistics, —— 

the total amount of rainfall in 
Georgia, per year, is misleading. 
There is considerable difference 
between the number of inches of 
rainfall per year and the amount 
of “effective” rainfall. Effective 
rainfall, according to Everett Da- 
vis, irrigation specialist of the 
Georgia Extension Service, must 
reach at least one-quarter inch. 
Anything less does not affect the 
crop. Thus, there are timés when

factors associated with “effective” 
rainfall. How much of it re- 
mains where it falls? 

This is important, for if most 
of the water which falls upon a 
particular spot stays there by rea- 
son of contour farming or be- 
cause of close-growing crops 
trees, it is available to plant 
growth later on. And, of course, 
the opposite is true. If the water 
promptly rushes off of the land, 
leaving only a minimum in re- 
serve in the upper few inches of 
topsoil, there will be none avail- 
able when the dry weather re- 
turns. The question of subsoil- 
ing enters here, likewise. Advo- 
cates of subsoiling believe that in 
cracking the hard-pan down un- 
der:the topsoil, with the deep- 
running chisels, the soil is opened 
‘up and will hold great quantities | 
of rainfall. Our own experience 
with subsoiling is very limited, 
but it is entirely possible that. 
these advocates are right. 


The point to be remembered is 
this: every year will bring pe-| 
riods of drouth of sufficient dura- 
tion to seriously impair the farm | 
operation. We should accept this 
without question and organize | 
our efforts to overcome it. Dick

The USO, which received com- 
mendation from even the most 
skeptical for its wartime accom- 
plishments, is looking forward to 
a year of even greater service in 
peacetime, Capt. Walter H. Squibb, 
national program director for USO 
activities of the Salvation Army, 
said. Capt. Squibb was in Atlanta 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
“setting acquainted” with the Sal- 
vation Army program here. 

“T have just returned frcm a 
month’s stay in Texas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana,” Capt. Squibb said, 
“and I found there what’s been

Boys returning from over- 
seas to camps in this country look 
up the nearest USO center imme- 
diately upon arrival.

Capt. Squibb explained that his 
job as program director is a dual 
one. It includes “keeping the USO 
program nationally in touch with 
every possible avenue of service 
in meeting the various needs of 
the boys,” and it entails “making 
wy and programs on a national 
evel with the five other agencies 
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which make up the USO 

He asserted that the six national 
agencies representing three faiths 
working with the USO have dis- 
played on a larger scale than ever 
before a co-operative effort merg- 
ing their resources and co-ordinat- 
ing their planning for the Ameri- 
can servicemen. 

While in Atlanta, Capt. Squibb 
conferred with Commissioner W11- 
liam C. Arnold, Salvation Army 
territorial commander for 
southern states.

Despite the fact that a_ politically- 
minded congress is demonstrating a short- 
sighted reluctance to enact a program of 
compulsory military training, there are 
encouraging indications that the nation is 
determined to remain prepared. 


On every side is voiced a demand for 
retention of our tremendous Navy. From 
every corner of the nation comes agree- 
ment that Army service must be made 
more attractive so that capable, intelligent 
men will remain therein. And well-nigh 
universal is the opinion that atomic re- 
search must continue at full speed so that 
the United States can maintain whatever 
lead it now holds in this important mili- 
tary field. 


Moreover, the plan of Lt. Gen. Jimmy 


Doolittle for a postwar fleet of 5,000 com- 
bat planes available for immediate use has 
been greeted with nationwide enthusiasm. 
In addition to an air force of 400,000 of- 
ficers and men, Gen. Doolittle proposes a 
large national guard of trained airmen, 
capable of being mustered into federal 
service overnight. 


We are inclined to go along with Gen. 
Doolittle and other aviation enthusiasts in 
their theory that air and rocket. power will 
determine the victor in the next war— 
and God forbid it ever come. Nevertheless, 
the fullest assurance against it is the most 
powerful possible preparation for it. 


And that preparation must consist of 
strong defensive forces in every phase of 
military endeavor. 


We Need More Than the Turning of a Phrase 


The senate this week passed legislation 
liberalizing the GI Bill of Rights. 


In addition to other financial and edu- 
cational assistances, the measure, upon 
which an early house vote is expected, 
would authorize government-guaranteed 
home purchase loans for veterans based on 
a “reasonable” value of the property. 


This is in answer to many complaints 
that current provisions—that loans be 
based on a “reasonable normal” value— 
make the home loan phase of the GI Bill 
of Rights unworkable. 


Veterans argue, and correctly, that 
there are no homes available at “reason-

Day of Double Significance 


This is Armistice Day, 1945. The first 
celebration of the anniversary of the day 
when, in the First World War, the last 
shot was fired, since the eriding of the 


second World War. Since last Nov. 11, 
enemies have capitulated in Europe and 
in the Pacific. 


Thus the day we have so long marked 
with solemn tribute to those who died that 
we might remain safe and free, this year 
doubles in significance. It is the day set 
aside on which we give thanks for the 
blessings of peace, twice told, and on which 
we remember the sacrifices made by our 
men of two generations. 


When, more than two decades ago, we 
named Nov. 11 “Armistice” Day we spoke 
more wisely than we knew. For, because 


of our own, and our allies’, failure to en- 
force in peace the ideals we had sought 
in war, that period between the two wars 
became, in truth, but an armistice, not a 
true peace. The 20 years of nonwar were 
used by the aggressors only as a breathing 
spell in which to prepare their strength 
for new assault. 


So, on this day, let us dedicate ourselves 
anew to the making of a true and lasting 
peace. Let us so think and so act that no 
would-be conqueror will ever again be 
permitted to make any area of earth’s sur- 
face a charnel house of human death. 


We can, if we will, enforce the law 
Against aggressive war. When we do this 
we may see the day when, instead of 
celebrating a mere armistice, we joyfully 
observe, éach year, a World Peace Day.

Religion 
Has Many Uses 


In all discussions in the Middle East you 
hear a word, “Pan-Islamic.” 
It means a union of all Moslem nations—all 
those who believe in Mohammedanism. 

In the Balkans you hear a variation of it—‘Pan-Slavism”—a 
union of all those of Slavic blood. 

The Soviet Union works at both, seeking to set up her own 
“cordon sanitaire” as was set up by the Allies in 1919-20, and in 
subsequent treaties. 

It is not a new idea. For many decades the Slav peoples in 
the Balkans were used by the Tsars in their expansionist efforts 
in the Eastern Mediterranean. It was abandoned after the revo- 
lution. 

It now has been revived—even the revolutionary Soviet govern- 
ment being unable to avoid assuming the history and the culture 
of the Tsarist past. 

The present program, with the same objective, is not employ- 
ing Tsarist methods. The Soviets have adopted the policy of a 
Petersburg historian who, in an open letter published during the 
first World War and addressed to a former German colleague, 
Sald: 

“From the Russian standpoint, the Balkan question is not a 
guerre de luxe nor the adventurous dream of Slavophiles. Its 
solution is unmistakably an economic and political necessity ... 
Two-thirds of our exports go out of the southern ports and through 
the Turkish Straits (Bosporus and Dardanelles). If this outlet 
were blocked, Russian commerce would stagnate, and the economic 
consequences of this blockade would be unforeseeable. This was 
amply demonstrated in the last Turkish-Italian war in Tripolitania 
(in 1912). Only the possession of the Bosporus and the Dardanelles 
by Russia can put an end to this intolerable situation, because 
the existence of Russia as a world power must not be left to 
chance and foreign discretion. On the other hand, Russia can 
hardly be completely indifferent to the fate of the south Slavs on 
the Balkan peninsula. First, the small Balkan states provide rear 
cover for the Straits, and, second, too much Russian blood and gold 
have been expended over the course of centuries to produce 
Balkan heroes. 

“To drop the whole thing now would be moral and political 
suicide for any Russian government... And to repeat: The drive 
toward the south is a historical, political and economic necessity 
for Russia. Any nation that opposes this drive becomes an enemy 
nation ipso facto.” 

I reproduce this to illustrate that the present move by the 
Soviet Union to have a foothold on the Mediterranean and in the 
Dardanelles is by no méans new or surprising. 

It illustrates, too; a thesis employed often here of late, that 
there is a great struggle going on for the political future of the 
Middle East and the Balkans. 

In the Balkans and Middle East will grow the beginnings of 
the third World War—if there is to be one, as assuredly there 
need not be. That is why this country seeks to participate diplo- 
matically; that is why Britain and Russia wrestle there politically. 


Religion Lenin said of religion that it was the opiate of 
the people. There is no reasonable doubt but that 
the Greek Orthodox church in Russia before the revolution 
too often was an instrument of Tsarist oppression and corruption. 
It often was employed as an opiate for the people. 

But religion can be many things and have many uses other than 
the saving of souls. , 

As war came the Soviets saw clearly Hitler intended to use 
antagonism toward religion in Russia as a propaganda weapon in 
the Balkans and Middle East. 

The Soviets anticipated him, relaxing anti-religious rules and 
discontinuing anti-religious propaganda. 

The war was termed “The Great Patriotic War” and the Soviets 
began to revive some of the old glory to assist it. After victory 
revival of the Greek Orthodox church made good sense in the 
Pan-Slavic move. 

The old Orthodox Russian church attached to the old embassy 
in Turkey was reopened. Russian monasteries and churches in 
Palestine, once the pride of the Tsars, closed for 25 years, are again 
open. The convents and monasteries of the church in Egypt and 
the Levant states were recognized. 

The word spread through all the Balkans. It still spreads. 

In Egypt, too, is a member of the Soviet embassy who is A 
Moslem and who attends, each Friday, a different mosque, putting 
down his prayer rug and, his face to Mecca, praying to Allah. 

Russia, too, is a Moslem power with close to 25 million Moslems 
in the Central Asiatic and trans-Caucasian regions. 

All this is why there is today a great ferment in the Middle 
Fast and the Balkans—and also it is why, unless the three great 
powers work out a common policy, the beginnings of the third 
World War will be found in those regions.

There'll Be No Police 
On Heaven's Streets

be no need for such a guard, nor will there be any law enforce- 
ment officers. Nor, in fact, written laws. 

For it wouldn't be Heaven if it was necessary to use law and 
its force to compel good behavior of the inhabitants. Unless my 
reading about Heaven is all wrong, there'll be neither actual nor 
potential misbehaviorists there. They'll be in another place. 

Unfortunately, we haven’t yet reached the Heavenly stage in 
our earthly society. Unfortunately, there are, among us, not a few 
individuals who must see the visual power of the law to make 
them behave in &@ decent manner. We have our bad among us 
as well as our good. 

And, more dangerous even than the outright bad, we have our 
weak characters and those who have been misled by false beliefs 
or wrong interpretations of fact. 

And these dangerous, or potentially dangerous, characters are not 
always measured by individual status only. Sometimes the dan- 
gerous character is more than a man or woman, Sometimes it is 


a nation.

opposing compulsory miltiary training in time of peace. 

Now, I have many most excellent Methodist friends. 
among them are high-rankers in intelligence and education. 
on this issue I am sure they have erred. 

I think it is all due to one basic misconception. In the warm 
glow of war’s satisfactory ending, in the happiness of the newly 
won peace, my Methodist friends have gotten the. idea that, in- 
ternationally speaking at least, this world has reached the Heaven- 
ly state ot affairs. 

I know that sounds unbelievable, but it is the only way I can 
explain opposition, by otherwise intelligent men, of peacetime mili- 
tary training. 

Of course, the Methodists don’t think along the same line in 
regard to individuals as they do to nations. If they did, simplest 
logic would call for the abolition of all police organizations, of the 
criminal courts, the prisons and jails and, even, of the statutes in 


the criminal law codes. 

In the early days of this nation, in the 
All Men Bore Arms time when ‘the pioneer settlements were 
in constant danger of attack by the savages who were America’s 
first inhabitants, it was as natural for every able-bodied man to 
own, and know how to use, his musket as it was for him to own 
and use an ax to provide timber for his home and firewood for 
his cooking and heating. 

There is, really, no basic difference between that universal 
training of the pioneers in marksmanship and the idea of com: 
pulsory military training today. : 

The differences are superficial. Then it requnred only a few 
days, or a few hours, to learn how to load, fire and care for a 
musket. Today it requires months to learn the basic, essential 
knowledge of the soldier. 

Then the potential criminal was the savage, just a few miles 
away. Today the potential enemy is a nation which, with mod- 
ern weapons, is just as close. 

Then the savage could assault without warning, quick and 


deadly. ee 
Today the criminally inclined nation can assault with less warn- 


ing, just as quickly. 

Already this nation is dangerously tearing 
Days of Danger down the mighty defense and war organi- 
zation it created, so miraculously, for the winning of the war. What 
was once the mightiest air force in the world, for instance, will, in 
a few more months, be reduced to an inexperienced, skeletonized 
force. That is, if present rates of demobilization continue. 
And, with that fearful instrument of possible world suicide, the 
atom bomb, in our hands, we have formed no definite policy for 
its future control. 

If ever there was a time in world history when military training 
was essential to the maintenance of world peace and national 
safety, it is now. 

It is all right for my Methodist friends to cling to their idealism 
and endeavor, by teaching, precept and example, to lift the world 
toward those ideals. But we can’t live, in safety, by idealism 
while modern savages may strike at any moment. Let us act with 
elementary realism while we strive to make ideals realities.

morals even to this day. Those 
of us who hold Jesus of Nazareth 
as the final authority, will search 
in’ vain in His teachings for a 
fixed code to answer every moral 
question, or solve every ethical 
problem. Here, too, among the 
most sincere and earnest disciples, 
we find a vast variety of interpre- 
tations. 

It will be significant and re- 
vealing, however, to consider the 
picture parable which Jesus gave 
us, when all the nations are gath- 
ered before the judgment seat. In 
this picture all men are divided 
into “sheep” or “goats’’—good and 
bad—according to their treatment 
of their fellowmen. To the ‘‘good” 
He says: “Inasmuch as ye did 
it unto one of these My brethren, 
ye did it unto Me.” In other words 
an obligation to God is an obliga- 
tion to one’s fellowman, and in 
ministering to a man one is min- 
istering to God. So the character 
of a man in the Utopia of Jesus 
—His Kingdom of Heaven— is de- 
termined by the manner in which 
he meets the obligations of his 
rélations to other men.

ever. A man absolutely alone, un- 
related to any other person, is 
unthinkable. H exists in our 
thought as father, son, neighbor, 
citizen, and his personality grows 
as these relationships are multi- 
plied. 

According as a man meets or 
fails to meet the obligations in- 
volved in these human relations, 
must his character be appraised. 
A man cannot be “good” in the 
abstract. He must be a good fa- 


ther, son, brother, or citizen. So 
all virtues are social, and all'| 
sins are social sins. Obedience, | 
justice, honesty, courtesy, love | 
would have no meaning, save as 
descriptions of human relations. 
So every incomplete man is in- 
complete socially. Some other 
time we must think of building 
our Utopia out of the stuff of 
social atttiudes and mutual min- 
istries,

Caldwell Chancellor 
By January Session? 


The Board of Regents will meet next Wednes 
day. They will discuss naming a new chan- 
cellor again. They may not reach a decision this week. It has 


been some time since the death of Chancellor S. V. Sanford, and 
the regents are, understandably enough, making a careful and 
thorough search for a successor. They have discussed a number of 
possibilities during their meetings since Dr. Sanford’s death, but 
as yet have come up with no chancellor. While they may not be 
ready with an announcement this week, it is believed they will 
make their decision before Christmas. They would like for the 
University System to have a chancellor to work with the legislature 
when it convenes again in January. 

In their efforts to pick a nationally known educator to head 
the University System, the board has tendered the job to a few 
out-of-state men, it has been learned. Chief reason for the rejec 
tion is the fear of Georgia politics. The educators like the post as 
it stands under the constitutional Board of Regents created at the 
beginning of the Arnall administration. But they are doubtful about 
how long education and politics will remain divorced in Georgia 
when Arnall leaves office. Next year is election year, and a new 
governor might find a way to force the ouster of a chancellor, they 
fear. They would like to see a little more age on the constitutional 


Board of Regents. 
Soon after Dr. Sanford died, the first possibilit 

Dr. Caldwell to suggest itself was that Pres. Harmon Cald- 
well of the University of Georgia would be named chancellor. He 
was head of the system’s largest school. 
This institution seemed naturally to furnish the chancellors, as the 
late Chancellor Charles Snelling and Dr. Sanford both headed the 
University of Georgia before coming to Atlanta. But then political 
observers, in views contrasted to those of out-of-state educators 
began to discuss other possibilities. While Caldwell might be ideal 
scholastically as a chancellor, the modest, quiet-spoken man might 
not fare so well in the rough and tumble for appropriations in state 
legislatures and national congress. They wanted another Dr. San- 
ford who combined scholastic and political ability. Several names 
were studied. Names of men who could get along fine in hand- 
shaking with legislators, but who did not measure up-to the 
scholastic ability of Caldwell, were proposed, Outstanding educators 
from other states were felt out. Throughout it all, Caldwell’s name 


still loomed largest in public discussion.

A Prediction from any discussion of the chancéllorship. Feel- 
ing that this is an instance where the “office seeks the man and not 
the man the office,” they may frown on any publicity tending to 
praise any one of the men mentioned for chancellor. The clois- 
tered Dr. Caldwell—who sét a brilliant record as a student, law 
school dean, and president of the university—may be embarrassed 
by any public discussion of him in connection with the chancel- 
lorship. But, if we may permit ourselves to stray from such a 
cautious atmosphere, we would predict that the Board of Regents 
will name Harmon Caldwell as chancellor by January—qualifying 
this prediction hurriedly with the added thought that “that is the 
way it appears at this time.”

Bob Seagraves, a veteran city council- 
man, has announoed on a platform which says: “Let the pro- 
fessors run the university’—thus, on the surface at least, bringing 
out friction between the big university and the city of Athens. Into 
this race, which Seagraves would have as a clear-cut issue of uni- 
versity and city, has come Ed Massey—a citizen of Athens who 
makes his living selling lunches to university students, thereby 
riding both sides of the fence. As a matter of fact, however, 
Athens political observers tell us this is not a university and city 
fight. They say it is a continuation of an old contest between 
ex-Mayor Lon Dudley and the Erwins. Candidate Seagraves is an 
official of Dudley's mill. McWhorter had the backing of the Erwing. 
Massey is a brother-in-law of Dudley’s friend, Abit Nix.

Huge Dehydrator 
To Go Before 
7,000 at Perry 


A new step in Georgia agricul- 
ture will take place at Perry, Ga., 
Nov. 26, when a huge dehydrator, 
capable of converting green field 
crops and waste products into 
livestock feed, is demonstrated be- 
fore 7,000 visitors. 

The dehydrator, built by the 
Cleavor-Brooks Company, of Mil- 
waukee, has been operating ex- 
perimentally for the past year on 
a farm near Perry. The machine 
has converted green oats, oats and 
vetch, peavine, kudzu, green corn 
including stalks, lespedeza, cow 
pea hulls and other field crops | 
into dry feed with a protein con- 
tent comparable to that of import- | | 
ed alfalfa hay. 

Visitors from all the southeast- 
ern states will be represented at 
the demonstration and will attend 
a barbecue, sponsored by the 
Perry Kiwanis Club. Sam Nunn, 
mayor of Perry, will act as master 
of ceremonies, and Dean Paul W.

IT’S TIME 


An Armistice Day message from 


a beloved American author... 


N THE floor of the loft of the farmer’s 
barn were some big open cans filled 
with an unpleasant-smelling liquid. One 
day the farmer climbed the ladder and 
found his small children playing in the 
loft. They were scooping up the contents 
of the cans, splashing the liquid over one 
another until all were well drenched with 
it. Upon a mound of hay a farmhand sat 
lighting his pipe and watching the sport. 
“This is a difficult ‘situation,”’ said the 
farmer. “Children, aren’t you forgetting 
that I told you those cans are 
full of high octane gasoline? 
That hay is very dry, John, 
and this place is full of flies. 
We shall have to plan how to 
get rid of them. In the mean- 
time, while we wait to see 
how things come out, we must 
face the future with courage.”’ 
Of course nobody will be- 
lieve this little story. Partic- 
ularly open to realistic criti- 
cism is the farmer’s expressed feeling that 
the future should be faced with courage. 
He himself, if not insane, would have been 
badly frightened and he’d have tried vig- 
orously to make the children and the farm- 
hand afraid to do what they were doing. 
In some situations fear is more valuable 
than bravery. When we look back through 
the history of mankind we find that many 
people would have done better for their 
countries and themselves if they had been 
afraid to do what they did. 


Wuen anyone says that we must face the 
future with courage he is omitting the 
atomic bomb from his calculations. What 
we need is fear. Before atomic bombs go 
into mass production in Russia, in Brit- 
ain, in France, in China, in Mexico and 
Cuba, and in Italy, Germany and Japan, 
God give us grace to be cowardly enough 
to save ourselves by common sense! 

For decades with every improvement 


of artillery, airplanes or explosives, opti- 


mists have said: “‘Now there will be no 
more wars because the destruction would 


be too horrible!’ But there were more wars. 
The holocausts and the massacres de- 
stroyed human beings by tens of thou- 
sands and all their works and property 
with them — and the wars went on. 


He has a warning 
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TO BE AFRAID 


Thirty million people perished in this 
war. Many of those millions were people 
of the conqueror countries, for in such con- 
flicts the winners are only less horribly 
damaged than the losers. And the atomic 
bomb says to mankind, ‘You ain’t seen 
nothin’ yet. Wait till your next war!” 

Reality demands that we divest our- 
selves immediately of the idea that the 
atomic bomb is American. It was created 
by cosmopolitan physicists. But no matter 
who made the first one, the thing can no 
more be an American property than can 
earthquake or steam or photography. A 
shower of atomic bombs from Guatemala 
could write finis to the United States. 

From now on the nations 
are like a family in a house 
with walls built of dynamite. 


Wuat would the members of 
such a family do if, like our- 
selves, they could not move 
to another house? I think 
they would walk softly and 
take care not to irritate one 
another. 

Fortunately, at the moment 
when the means to destroy life arrived in 
man’s hands there developed into his 
mind the conception that could save him 
from his dreadful machine. 

The Security Council of the United 
Nations could protect the world against 
the atomic bomb. It must have a force of 
international and scientifically trained in- 
spectors. The inspectors must have access 
to every country. Then a small police force 
under the Council would be able to insure 
the peace of the world. Aggressor countries 
could no longer be aggressive and exist. 

Any isolationism, old or new, is now a 
peril. We cannot be or call ourselves the 
“most powerful nation in the world” with- 
out rousing such mistrust and dislike of 
the United States as was roused in us when 
Germany set up to be a world dictator. 

Our military forces, twelve million strong 
at their best, and supported by our indus- 
trial might, do not make us the “most 
powerful nation.”’ Showered by atomic 
bombs, that whole power vanishes into 
less than dust. For the magnificent fight 
our forces have made we should be sorrow- 
fully proud — sorrowful for their suffering 
and proud that they are our countrymen. 
But they cannot do it again. 

That is the lesson of Armistice Day, 
1945. 
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VERDICT. A friend of ours who 
took his family to Cape Cod, Mass., 
for the summer vacation gleefully 
tells this story of New England jus- 
tice.

URING the war months fearful 
and wonderful things in postwar 
rail travel were promised the public. 
These were implemented by artists’ 
conceptions of the future expressed in 


images of plastic staircases and one- 
way-vision, anti-peek-a-boo glass for 
shower doors. 

To look at the illustrations you 
would think Salvador Dali was in 
industrial cahoots with the railroad 
car builders. 

Taking the Congressional to Wash- 
ington was going to partake of the 
delights of opium smoking without its 
drawbacks. Everyone was going to 
travel in three-room suites deco- 


rated by Hollywood designers, and for 
those unfortunates who rode in coaches 
there was going to be a Billy Rose 
revue, direct from the Diamond Horse- 
shoe, with a complete change of chorus 


‘girls every 15 minutes. 


Sleeper Dreams 


In a word, a sleeper jump on the 
Wabash was going to be something 
out of the “Arabian Nights,”’ staged 
by Cecil B. deMille, streamlined by 
Norman Bel Geddes, with breakfast 
served on Tiffany gold plate by 
Theodore of the Ritz. 

Now these are happy and essentially 
harmless mince-pie dreams and entail 
no hangover. But reality in the matter 


assumes less Babylonish overtones. It 
may be pointed out, first, that prog- 
ress in the field of transport by rail is 
neither as new as vitamins nor as 
revolutionary as electronics. Secondly, 
change does not necessarily constitute 
progress. 

Let us examine the last of these 
propositions first. A great deal of 
hoopla has been indulged in by travel 
promotion agents over streamlining. 
A solid string of air-flow cars of iden- 
tical afd harmonious construction is 
undoubtedly a pleasure to the eye, an 
aesthetic satisfaction. Consider, how- 
ever, what happens when cars of ultra- 
modern design are sandwiched in be- 
tween other cars of standard or even 


obsolete pattern — which is regular 
practice on a number of railroads. 
There are, too, the “improvements” 
of loud-speaker systems and radios on 
trains. But most passengers care noth- 
ing at all for an uninterrupted flow of 
mammy-yammer, swing music and 
travelogues interlarded with commer- 
cials for laxatives and grease removers. 
Among other *‘improvements’”’ 
introduced by car builders have 
been a number of variations of the - 
old established doorknob. Only 
heaven knows why doorknobs didn't 
satisfy the architects, but they didn't. 
Now there are more patent doodads 
for opening and closing doors than 
can be easily learned by anyone

Elaborately decorated smoking 
cars with no ashtrays, washroom 
compartments preciously marked 
“annex” instead of the entirely rea- 
sonable word “‘toilet’’ and adjustable 
reading lamps which require a radio 
technician to service them simply 
are not conveniences. 

As for the notion that de luxe 
upholstery in rail travel is something 
approximately as new as penicillin, 
this is a widespread but quite mis- 
taken belief. The Silver Palace cars, 
the Pullmans and Wagner Palace 
cars of the 70’s were miracles of 
inlaid woods, looped and fringed cur- 
tains, turkey carpets and brass spit- 
toons of senatorial proportions. 

Both the Central Pacific and the 
Rio Grande anticipated by a good 
half century the Burlington’s latest 
novelty, the Vista Dome observation 
car, and ran open-topped “‘rubber- 
neck” cars over their scenic moun- 
tain divisions. 


Streamlining in 1900 


Nor is streamlining of cars and loco- 


motives anything new. In 1900 the 


Baltimore and Ohio was trying out a 
train whose cars were so completely 
designed along air-fiow lines as to 
resemble closely the characteristics 
of today's stainless steel coaches and 
Pullmans. 

Most of the innovations being 
planned for postwar passenger travel 
are either ornamental or superficial. 
In the years before the war two 
really important improvements were 
made in the mechanics of rail trans- 
port: air-cooling, and the combined 
devices of tight lock coupling and 
rubber draft gear which makes pos- 
sible the starting and deceleration of 
trains as an entire, shockproof unit. 

Compared to these mechanical im- 
provements any introduction of vita- 
glass observation solariums, nickel- 
chrome smoking fixtures and inter-car 
telephone services is superficial at 
best. 

The notion that almost over- 
night all trains are going to be 
powered by- Diesel-electric en- 
gines and that the steam engine 
is on the way to the boncyard 
is an unjustified delusion. 

The truth is there are scores of 
railroads and hundreds of runs where 
Diesel power is neither practicable 
nor even under consideration. Its 
initial cost per unit is between two 
and three times that of steam power 
and its maintenance presupposes 


costly specialized shops and installa- 
tions. Its economic use on short 
hauls is at present unthinkable. 

For many years to come the vastly 
predominant motive power on pas- 
senger hauls will be steam, with some 
modifications in fundamental design. 
In the expressed opinion of Raymond 
Loewy, the distinguished industrial 
designer, the most important de- 
velopments in railroading in the 
immediate future are in the field of 
safety rather than luxury. ** Writers 
and blue-sky planners,”’ he says, 
“have led us to expect much 
greater revolutions in design 
than is possible for some time.”’ 

The steam locomotive of tomor- 
row may look queer at first glance. 
The Chesapeake and Ohio has under

construction a series of steam loco- 
motives in which the coal tender 
comes first, then the driver's cab, 
then the boiler and last of all the 
water supply. This reversal of the old 
design will give the engineer better 
protection and increased visibility. 

As in the case of automobiles, how- 
ever, tomorrow’s trains are going to 
look, behave, move and feel sur- 
prisingly like the very best trains of 
1941 and 1942. 

Passengers are going to sit in 
seats, look out of windows, sleep in 
beds, dine at a table, and brush their 
teeth in running water much as they 
have done for some time past. 

There are going to be rails and 
ballast underneath the traveler: 160- 
pound rails and costly stone ballast. 
Cars of steel construction will be 
held together by one of a number of 
welding processes and they are going 
to run on roller bearing trucks braked 
by air. 

The engine is going to run ahead 
of the train and be serviced and 
driven by a head-end crew just as 
was the iron horse of the 80's, but 
there will be newer and even more 
foolproof devices of signaling and 
train control. The passenger will 
move faster, safer and in more com- 
fort than ever before.

Anp to give him the reassurance 
which derives only from familiar and 
long established things there will be 
porters, all named George; there will 
be conductors whom old-timers will 
address as Captain, all of whom will 
wear gold Albert watch chains, and 
towermen will wave a vertical hand- 
kerchief to the rear brakeman in 
passing to show there are no hot 
boxes. 

And if, through some mischance of 
evolution, the old time traveling 
salesman who started all smoking 
compartment stories with: “Did you 
hear the one about — ?’’ should have 
disappeared from circulation, the 
railroad will provide one from a the- 
atrical casting agency. Some things 
are sacred! The End

We just got this letter from 
12 sailors aboard the U. 8S. Cum- 
berland Sound (AV-17), an- 
chored in Tokyo Bay: 


In your May 27th issue there 
appeared an article called “Cities 
Are Best,”’ by Marcia Davenport. 
We think it is the portrayal of an 
arrogant individualist who based 
her opinion on just one experience. 
All of us have at one time or 
another lived on a farm and also 
in a city. Maybe we are prejudiced 
to a certain extent, but at least 
we try to have more of a varied 
outlook than Miss Davenport did. 
She talks of the privacy that 
cannot be found on a farm. Did 
she ever try to leave her blinds 
up-in the city while dressing? 
Another thing she mentioned is 
the country party line. Did she 
ever call a friend in the city and 
find the line busy and keep calling 
at three-minute intervals for the 
next half hour and still find it 
busy? At least on the party line 
you can ask them to knock it off 
till you get your call through. 
Sure, country people gossip, but 
did she ever stop to consider how 
many people in the city hang out 
the back window and rip other 
people up and down the back? 
Also, there are gatherings in the 
city under the disguise of teas, 
parties and other social functions 
that are a hell of a lot worse about 
gossip than the quilting parties, 
socials and picnics in the country. 


Something’s Amiss 


Miss DAvENPoRT makes it sound 
as though country people don’t 
have anything to do but bother 
her. Something must be amiss, 
look at their great record of pro- 
duction. 

Did you ever hear of city neigh- 
bors refurnishing a house when a 
family gets burned out? Did you 
ever hear of strikes in the country? 

She talks of country people gos- 
siping about who paid their bills 
and who didn’t, how much of a 
mortgage on the farm, etc. Maybe 
if there was more gossip about 
things like that, people would live 
on their incomes and not try to 
keep up with the neighbors. 

She talks of her acquaintances 


who retire to their farm to work 
and don’t make out. What about 
all the players, actors and writers 
who have country homes in Vir- 
ginia, Nevada, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and New Hampshire? 

Miss Davenport tells of the ac- 
tivity in cities. But does she ever 
stop to consider why city people 
make a mass movement to the 
country for week ends to “get 
away from it all’’? Do they want 
to get away from all that activity? 

We may sound harsh, but it does 
not mean we are prejudiced against 
writers, cities or articles.

We like the city for some 
things and country for others, but 
we don’t see how one person could 
ever try to portray all the advan- 
tages of either. Many of us have 
wives or sweethearts who live in 
the cities and may move to the 
country. What will they think about 
it after reading this article? 

We have not been around 
home for at least a year and if 
it has changed that much may- 
be we better stay out here. It 
won't be any harder to get used to 
Japanese customs than it will be to 
come home and get used to the 
home folks and their customs all 
over again.. We'll take our chances 
on the home folks, though. You 
can bet your last dollar on that.

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Petting In Public

Couples on park benches are a familiar sight 


During wartime we were 
tolerant toward displays 
of emotion, but what’s 
in good taste now?... 


ow that the war is over, we 

must become more aware of 
our manners in public, to meet the 
normal requirements of quiet, dig- 
nified and courteous behavior. 

The display of emotion in public 
places — such as petting on park 
benches or in the lobbies of hotels, 
prevalent in wartime — does not 
belong in a peacetime world. 

We can continue to be sympa- 
thetic, however, with certain other 
emotional displays. Sometimes a 
person with war-torn nerves flares 
up in a temper or breaks down in 
public at something inconsequen- 
tial. We know this will be un- 
avoidable for some time — and, 
at moments, for always. 

On the other hand, there is no 
excuse for continual flare-ups of 
uncontrolled irritability or for any 
other lapses of restraint. The es- 
sence of courtesy is self-control. 


Forced to Eavesdrop 


A LetTer from a reader tells me: 
“Reserves of every sort have been 
disappearing until the public is 
unaware of any need for walls. 
*“‘When dining out I have found 
myself forced to eavesdrop upon 
the private affairs of the occupants 
of near-by tables. One wife, for 
example, kept objecting to the 
number of cocktails her husband 
drank. A man protested about his 
check in an ill-tempered voice. 


And two parents were publicly crit- 
icizing their daughter's choice of 
friends.”’ 

All I can say is that apparently 
many families see each other only 
at meals. During wartime many 
families ate in public places and 
this gave them no other time to 
discuss plans or settle disputes. 
However, good taste requires that 
all these things be done at home. 

Maintain Privacy 
Even at home we must take note 
of the thickness of walls and doors. 
People of fastidious taste keep the 
doors closed upon all details of 
their private lives, important or 
trivial, pleasant or unpleasant. 

Those who tell the neighborhood 
every domestic happening, who 
laugh or cry, exult or complain, 
may think themselves free and nat- 
ural, but actually they are ill-bred. 

During wartime nearly all of us 
have felt tolerant about certain 
displays of petting in public — 
those of a soldier or sailor and his 
girl huddled close together. It was 
impossible not to feel sympathetic 
toward a couple who might be 
bidding each other farewell. 

However, with the resumption 
of peacetime standards of good 
taste, public petting should come 
to an end. 

Because of the strain under 
which we have been living, self- 
control has required exceptional 
will power. Those who realize this 
have been tolerant of occasional 
shortcomings. And they have 
shown tolerance for all displays of 
emotion due to war sorrow.

Food For Conversation

Candy without sugar? 
Of course. Try these 
easy recipes yourself 


664 SHRISTMAS won't be Christ- 

mas without presents’’ — 
eaid Jo of “Little Women.” But 
she might have said candy. That’s 
the problem this year. Sugar is the 
shortest it has been since the war. 
But sweet nibbling is yours and 
not a grain of rationed sugar re- 
quired. Sugar, you know, hides in 
molasses; it’s in the corn syrup; in 
honey’s gold; in the maple’s nec- 
tar. Dried fruits too are blessed of 
sugar. And now isn’t a minute too 
early to make this sugarless fruit 
roll to store in the refrigerator, 
waxed-paper wrapped, waiting 
for Thanksgiving. 


HONEY FRUIT ROLL doesn’t re- 
quire any cooking. Pour boiling 
water over one-fourth cup each of 
dried prunes, apricots, figs. Let 
stand five minutes; then remove 
water, drain and dry and run 
through a food chopper with one- 
half cup dates and one-fourth cup 
of raisins, using the fine knife. 
Mix well with one-third cup of 
honey, shape as a loaf, wrap in 
waxed paper; store in the refrigera- 
tor until ready to use. Then butter 
the hands, shape into balls and 
roll well in chopped nuts; variety 
of nuts your choice. 


STUFF THE FRUIT and we mean 
prunes, figs, raisins, not merely the 
date. Stuff the fruit with candied 
peels, candied ginger, maraschino 
cherries and of course the nut 
meats. Peanut butter mixed with 
finely chopped orange peel is a 
“love match”’ of a stuffing. Roll the 


stuffed fruits in chopped salted 
peanuts for a teasing deliciousness. 

Marshmallows go twosome with 
dates: Cut each marshmallow into 
four squares with wet scissors. 
Stuff the date, placing the mallow 
cut side up, sprinkle with glacéd 
fruits, finely chopped. 

Prunes are easy to stuff if the 
fruit is soaked overnight; cold 
water for this. Dry, gash ends, and 
out with the pits, in with the 
goodies. Whole figs for stuffing, 
not the pressed ones. Wash, dry, 
make an opening in each and stuff 
as you please. 


CLUSTER RAISINS are back for 
the holidays and elegant show-aofis 
when left on the stem, each fruit 
slit and stuffed with a piece of 
salted nut or a bit of candied peel. 
Tie the stem with a crisp, colorful 
satin bow and use the cluster as a 
decorative topper for the Thanks- 
giving sweet bowl. 


MALLOW SQUARES makea Christ- 
mas box say “‘cheerio.”’ Finely roll 
three dozen graham crackers and 
put one-half of the crumbs aside. 
Chop one-half pound (30) marsh- 
mallows. Combine mallows with 
one cup chopped nuts and cracker 
crumbs (all but that half cup). 
Now add one cup evaporated milk, 
stirring well. Spread the reserved 
one-half cup crumbs in a shallow 
square cake pan. Roll the mixture 
in this. Press to fit pan. Chill, then 
cut into 12 or 14 squares when 
ready to use. 


CARAMEL PUFF is a crunchy de- 
light. Combine one-half cup mo- 
lasses, one-half cup light corn 
syrup and one-half teaspoon of 
vinegar in a deep pan. Bring slowly 
to a boil and continue gently cook- 
ing until a small amount of syrup 
forms a hard ball when dropped in 
cold water. Remove from heat and 
stir in one tablespoon of butter 
and pour syrup over six cups of 
puffed rice or popped corn, com- 
bined with one cup chopped pea- 
nuts and one-half teaspoon of salt. 
Mix well and pour into greased 
loaf pan. Level the mixture with 
a spatula and cut into squares 
while still warm. Cool and store 
in a covered container until ready 
to pack. Approximate yield: five 
dozen pieces.
